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REPORT ON RURAL ELECTRIFICATION DEVELOPMENT 1956 


| HAVE THE HONOUR TO REPORT ON PROGRESS IN THE TENTH YEAR 
OF THE DEVELOPMENT OF RURAL ELECTRIFICATION IN ALBERTA, 

DURING 1956, THE NUMBER OF NEW FARMS CONNECTED WAS LESS THAN 
HALF THAT OF THE PEAK YEAR OF 1954, WHEN 6,323 FARMS WERE HOOKED 
UP, WHEREAS BUT 2,890 FARMS WERE GIVEN SERVICE IN 1956. PART OF 
THIS DECREASE CAN BE ATTRIBUTED TO THE HEAVY SNOW CONDITIONS 
OF THE WINTER OF 1955 — 56, WITH THE RESULTANT ROAD BANS IN THE 
SPRING OF 1956, TO ILLUSTRATE THIS, ONLY 773 FARM HOOKUPS WERE 
COMPLETED IN THE SIX MONTHS ENDING JUNE 30, 1956, THE GRAND 
TOTAL OF ELECTRIFIED FARMS IN ALBERTA WAS 37,658 AT THE END 


OF THE YEAR, 








SINCE THE 1956 CENSUS FIGURES SHOW 79,424 FARMS IN ALBERTA, AND IF WE CONSIDER 80% 
AS THE TOTAL. POSSIBLE FOR RURAL, ELECTRIFICATION, WHICH WOULD BE APPROXIMATELY 
63,500 FARMS, THEN IT WOULD APPEAR THAT WE ARE WELL PAST THE HALFWAY POINT IN 
OUR PROGRAMME. 
FINANCING 

DURING 1956, FINANCING UNDER TERMS OF THE RURAL ELECTRIFICATION REVOLVING FUND 
ACT ALLOWED 2,137 MEMBERS OF 360 RURAL ELECTRIFIGATION ASSOGIATIONS TO INSTALL 
POWER ON THEIR FARMS. TOTAL COST OF THESE PROJECTS WAS ESTIMATED TO BE 
$2 , 323,268.18. OF THIS AM DUNT, $1,839,082.93 WAS BORROWED UNDER THE TERMS OF THE 


ABOVE ACT. TOTAL FARMS SERVED, USING THIS MEANS OF FINANCING, WAS 16,234, 


BALANCE OUTSTANDING AS AT DECEMBER 31 WAS. $10,575,701.80 ON REVOLVING FUND ACCOUNT. 


ON JUNE ‘4, 1956. THE FIRST LOANS UNDER PROVISIONS OF THE RURAL. ELECTRIFICATION

R.E.A, INCORPORATIONS 

DURING -1956, FIFTEEN ELECTRICAL CO-OPERATIVES WERE CHARTERED, AN INCREASE OF FIVE 
OVER 1955. THIS BROUGHT THE ACTIVE TOTAL TO 362, THIS IS A GREAT DECREASE FROM THE 
DAYS OF ACTIVE EXPANSION IN THE NUMBER OF ASSOCIATIONS, AND SHOWS CLEARLY THAT THE 


BASIC COVERAGE IS VIRTUALLY COMPLETE. THERE WILL STILL BE A FEW INCORPORATIONS, 


BUT MOST OF THE DEVELOPMENT IN THE FUTURE WILL BE THE FILLING IN OF EXISTING AREAS.

THE TREND CONTINUES WHEREBY THE COMPETITION FOR THE CONSUMER'S PURCHASING DOLLAR 
APPEARS TO BE GROWING EVER KEENER. THE SMALLER STORES, PARTICULARLY THOSE ON GOOD 
ROADS AND CLOSER TO LARGER CENTRES, ARE FINDING THAT IT IS INCREASINGLY DIFFICULT TO 
COVER COSTS AND SHOW A SURPLUS, THE GENERAL OBSERVATION THAT COULD BE MADE FOR 1956

IS IN ITS NINTH YEAR. THE A, C, W, A. CONSIDERS THAT UNDER ITS CONTRACT, IT IS HIRED 
BY THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF AN AUTONOMOUS COOP TO MANAGE THE STORE, THE LOCAL 
BOARD IS STILL EXPECTED TO FUNCTION AS A BOARD IN THE SAME MANNER AS THOUGH THEY 
HIRED AN INDIVIDUAL AS MANAGER, 

UNFORTUNATELY, WHEN A STORE HAS HIRED A, C, W. A, TO MANAGE ITS AFFAIRS, THE LOCAL 
BOARD OFTEN FEEL THAT THEY HAVE PASSED THEIR RESPONSIBILITY ON TO THE A, C, W. A., AND

SEED AND GRAIN 


THE ALBERTA WHEAT POOL. AND UNITED GRAIN GROWERS BOTH ENJOYED SUCCESSFUL YEARS, 


AND CONTINUED TO EXPAND THEIR SERVICES TO THEIR FARMER MEMBERS. DURING 1956 THE PRELIMINARY 


STEPS WERE TAKEN WHEREBY THE PHYSICAL ASSETS OF THE ALBERTA SEED GROWERS COOP WILL BE 


BOUGHT BY THE ALBERTA WHEAT POOL. ALBERTA SEED GROWERS WILL CONTINUE TO BE OPERATED AS

SEED CLEANING PLANTS 


DURING THE YEAR, SEED CLEANING PLANTS WERE INCORPORATED AT ACME, STRATHMORE, 


BERWYN, AND GOODRIDGE, THE GOODRIDGE PLANT IS BEING BUILT WITHOUT OUTSIDE ASSISTANCE 


AND WILL BE MUCH SMALLER THAN THE PLANTS BUILT WITH MUNICIPAL AND DEPARTMENT OF 


AGRICULTURE ASSISTANCE, THE INCORPORATION AT BERWYN MARKS THE FIRST PLANT TO BE 


INCORPORATED NORTH OF THE PEACE RIVER. DURING THE YEAR, THE PLANT AT BALZAC BECAME 


THE 18TH OPERATING SEED CLEANING PLANT. CONSIDERABLE INTEREST IS BEING SHOWN AT OTHER 


POINTS, AND NEW INCORPORATIONS WILL BE COMPL,ETED IN 1957. 

IN JANUARY 1956, THE PROVINCIAL SEED CLEANING COOPERATIVES ASSOCIATION WAS INCORP—
